Joe releases 
second 
album 



DRAMA: Two lives were saved in dramatic incidents at Tesco last week

A TEENAGER was dragged out of 
an overturned car in one of two 
extraordinary rescues at Haverhill 
Tesco last week. 

The 18-year-old had a seizure 
behind the wheel of his car which 
then crashed on to a roundabout 
on Sunday. 

The incident occurred just days 
after an off-duty emergency care 
assistant helped restart the heart of 
a man suffering a cardiac arrest at 
the store. 

On Friday at around 3.45pm, 
an 82-year-old who was queuing 
at the supermarket in Haverhill’s 
Cangle Road suffered a heart attack 
and stopped breathing. 

In an extraordinary stroke of 
luck, also in the queue was off-duty 
ambulance service emergency care 
assistant Colin Hartley, who was 
approached by Tesco staff to help. 

Although the man had stopped 
breathing, Mr Hartley immediately 
started CPR while others phoned 
the emergency services. 

Mr Hartley said: “It’s what I do, 
my training kicked in and I took 
over; it’s not something you just 
walk past and ignore.” 


Officers from Haverhill police 
station brought the station defi¬ 
brillator to the scene. The ambu¬ 
lance service sent a rapid response 
vehicle, an ambulance officer and 
ambulance crew, and air ambu¬ 
lance and Suffolk Police firearms 
officers - who have defibrillators in 
their cars - also attended. 

The man was taken by land am¬ 
bulance to Addenbrooke’s Hospital 
in Cambridge, where he was treat¬ 


ed and made a recovery. 

Insp Peter Ferrie of Haverhill 
Police said: “We got an update [on 
Sunday] that the male had survived 
and was doing well.” 

Mr Hartley added: “I was lucky 
to be in the right place at the right 
time. It was a great team effort from 
everyone involved and I’m person¬ 
ally glad to keep a family together.” 

The incident was followed by an¬ 
other rescue on Sunday when an 


18-year-old driver suffered a sei¬ 
zure behind the wheel of his car as 
he drove down the ramp out of the 
Tesco car park. 

His vehicle crashed into the 
roundabout outside the store and 
another vehicle before flipping 
over and crashing into the garden 
fence of a home in The Pightle. 

The driver, who was from Caven¬ 
dish, was still having a seizure be¬ 
hind the wheel when the car turned 
over, with the seatbelt pulling at his 
neck. He was pulled out of the car 
to safety by a local scaffolder who 
had been shopping in Tesco. 

The scaffolder, who did not wish 
to be named, said: “I heard the 
most horrible thump and I looked 
over and heard an almighty crash 
and saw the car upside down. 

“I don’t know what came over 
me. Everyone said he was dead but 
the seatbelt was strangling him.” 

The 25-year-old scaffolder - who 
has no first aid or emergency ser¬ 
vices training - smashed the rear 
windscreen of the car, wriggled in, 
and managed to pull the driver out. 

“I just saw him and I knew I had 
to act, it had to be done. No-one 
was doing anything,” he said. 

The scaffolder said that once the

Volunteers to 
man police 
front desk?

POLICE bosses are investigating 
whether the front desk of Haverhill 
police station could be reopened in 
the future and manned by volun¬ 
teers after it closes in April. 

Police and Crime Commissioner 
Tim Passmore said at a meeting 
with Haverhill Town Council on 
Thursday that he was investigat¬ 
ing the possibility of having a part- 
time front desk manned by volun¬ 
teers. 

He said: “If there’s a way we can 
have community self help, I’m 110 
per cent behind it and prepared to 
put a bit of money in to get training 
done. 

“That’s one of the things we are 
looking at at the moment. It will 
take just a little bit of time, so don’t 
give up on it, don’t despair - that’s 
absolutely crucial.” 

Haverhill town councillor jason 
Crooks, who had asked Mr Pass- 
more if there was any way the front 
desk could remain open, said after 
the meeting: “I think this option 
could certainly work in smaller 
towns but because Haverhill is a 
large growing town we really need 
paid professional clerks to man the 
front desk.”

Housing help 
to tackle drugs 


POLICE are working with 
social housing providers to 
tackle the problem of drug 
dealing in Haverhill. 

At a meeting at the Haver¬ 
hill Arts Centre on Thursday, 
policing commander for 
West Suffolk Andrew Ma¬ 
son was questioned by Cllr 
Pat Hanlon about the prob¬ 
lem of London drug dealers 
coming to Haverhill. 

He said in response: “You 
are right about the problem 
from London, and that sadly 
isn’t unique to Haverhill. 

“It’s called county lines 
now, and they are coming 
from London into Ipswich 
and Yarmouth and all those 
places, and Haverhill is not 
immune to that, I totally un¬ 
derstand that.” 

He said they were working 
with the borough council 
and social housing to tackle 
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the problem. 

He added: “I’m not ab¬ 
solving us of the problem, 
we lock up baddies, that’s 
what we do.” 

Spokesmen from the St 
Edmundsbury Borough 
Council and Havebury 
Housing Partnership said 
that they had been working 
with the police and passing 
information to them. 

Mark Jepson, communi¬ 
ties manager at Havebury 
Housing Partnership said: 
“Over the past few years, 
we have been working in 
conjunction with the Police 
across West Suffolk, includ¬ 
ing Haverhill to help build, 


maintain and promote safer 
local communities in the 
Haverhill area. 

“In particular, we have 
developed a strong working 
relationship with the Safer 
Neighbourhoods Teams and 
regularly work together to 
appropriately share infor¬ 
mation regarding anti-social 
or criminal activity. 

“If it has been established 
that there has been any 
breach of our tenancy agree¬ 
ments including in respect 
of drugs, then we will take 
appropriate action, and in 
certain cases we would look 
at terminating tenancies.” 

The police have also been 
tackling the problem of drug 
dealers coming up from the 
capital with an operation 
call Op London which in¬ 
volves issuing warrants and 
tracking down offenders.

Town’s police inspector 
sorry to say goodbye

A POLICE inspector says he 
is sad to be leaving Haverhill 
after spending nearly five 
years as the town’s local po¬ 
licing commander. 

Insp Peter Ferrie, currently 
based at Haverhill police sta¬ 
tion, will be taking up a role 
as a response inspector in 
Bury St Edmunds from April, 
as part of the reorganisation 
of Suffolk Police. 

Insp Ferrie, who became 
Haverhill’s inspector in Oc¬ 
tober 2011, said: “I’m obvi¬ 
ously really upset. I’ve been 
here for four and a half years. 
I did hope I would be able to 
stay for 10 years until I re¬ 
tired. I spent 10 years here 
as a Pc - I’ve spent a full 30 
years in Haverhill. 

“I’ve had some really hap¬ 
py times here and I’m really 
grateful to the town coun¬ 
cil, other councillors and 
residents for the help they’ve 
given me. I really get the 
sense that it’s a town that’s 
pro-police. We have had 
some real success here, par¬ 
ticularly in our fight against 
Class A drug dealing.” 

Insp Ferrie’s new role 
will involve responding to 
emergencies that take place 
anywhere between Haver¬ 
hill and Lowestoft, as well as 
working at the Police Investi¬ 
gation Centre in Bury St Ed¬ 
munds. He will be one of five 
police inspectors working in 
Bury St Edmunds on a roll¬ 
ing shift basis. 

He said: “It’s a massive 
area, it’s a massive job. 

“It’s something exciting, 
something different, a bit of 
a new challenge, but I will 
really miss Haverhill and the 
people here.” 

Insp Ferrie said highlights 
of his time at Haverhill were 
the day the Olympic torch 
passed through the town in

2012, and getting out and 
about on his bike, meeting 
people and visiting differ¬ 
ent parts of the town and the 
surrounding area. 

He said: “I will really miss 
the officers here. They’re ab¬ 
solutely fantastic. They work 
so hard. I’ll miss the station, 
the officers and the town.” 

The news of the change 
was announced at a meet¬ 
ing at Haverhill Arts Centre 
last Thursday, where coun¬ 
cillors quizzed Police and 
Crime Commissioner Tim 
Passmore and the superin¬ 
tendent for West Suffolk, An¬ 
drew Mason, about the fu¬ 
ture of policing in Haverhill. 

The police bosses revealed 
that Insp Ferrie would be 
moving on and the new lo¬ 
cal policing commander for 
both Haverhill and Sudbury 
from April would be current 
Sudbury inspector Danny 


Cooper. 

After changes - designed 
to save the police service 
millions of pounds - are 
brought in on April 4, the 
role of local policing com¬ 
mander for Haverhill alone 
will no longer exist. 

The police bosses said at 
the meeting that covering a 
larger area would not mean 
that Insp Cooper had less 
time to focus on Haverhill. 

This is because he will be 
tasked solely with neigh¬ 
bourhood policing, and not 
have any response duties. 

They also said that after 
Insp Cooper takes over a new 
kind of public forum for resi¬ 
dents to air their views on 
policing would be set up in 
Haverhill.

No figures yet on police staffing 
numbers, councillors are told 


POLICE and Crime 
Commissioner Tim Passmore 
and the superintendent for 
West Suffolk, Andrew Mason, 
were quizzed on a number of 
issues about the future of the 
police at the meeting called 
by Haverhill councillors last 
Thursday. 

They said they were 
unable to reveal what exact 
staffing numbers would be 
at Haverhill police station 
from April for HR reasons. 
They did say that teams 
would continue to be made 
up of one sergeant and four 


constables, and that certain 
members of staff, including 
Sgt Matt Gilbert and Pc 
Cheryl Claydon, would 
continue to be based at the 
station. They said that they 
would inform councillors 
of new staffing numbers as 
soon as they were able to 
release the information. 

In response to questioning 
from Cllr Maureen Byrne 
about the victim support 
centre for those who have 
suffered domestic abuse, 
Supt Mason said that the 
centre would continue to run 


in the same way. 

He added that there were 
no plans to make changes 
to the work being done at 
Haverhill police station by 
dedicated domestic violence 
offer Pc Lawrence Allen. 

When quizzed about the 
role of PCSOs after the 
cuts, they said this would 
be changing and would be 
focused solely on community 
policing, not on response 
duties. 

PCSOs are also set to 
be working daytime hours 
rather than on a shift basis.

Tax rise passed 
by councillors 


A COUNCIL’S first tax rise in 
six years has been passed as 
planned - despite one coun¬ 
cillor proposing to lower the 
rise to just 47p. 

St Edmundsbury Borough 
Council voted on Tuesday 
night to pass a 1.95 per cent 
increase in its portion of 
council tax - a rise which 
will be introduced at the 
same time as the new £40 
charge for garden waste col¬ 
lection. 

The borough council’s tax 
increase will be £3.42 for 
the average household - 7p 
a week - and will be com¬ 
bined with rises in the coun¬ 
ty council, police and town 
council precepts to add up 
to an increase of more than 
£30 in the average Haverhill 
family’s tax. 

At Tuesday’s meeting, Cllr 
David Nettleton proposed 
reducing the rise by £2.95 to 
just 47p. 

Cllr Bob Cockle, who sec¬ 
onded Cllr Nettleton’s pro¬ 
posed amendment, said: 
“Us councillors who listen 
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to normal people know that 
they are concerned that 
they’re going to have to find 
money for the brown bin, 
that you are going to put the 
car parking charges up ... as 
far as I’m concerned we’re 
trying to do the best for the 
people of St Edmundsbury. 
Whether it’s 7p or £1.7bil- 
lion, we have to accept that 
this is quite a lot of money 
for some people.” 

Haverhill councillor Tony 
Brown, who voted in favour 
of lowering the tax rise, 
raised concerns that For¬ 
est Heath District Council, 
which shares services with 
St Edmundsbury, had not 
raised council tax and had 
pledged not to raise it for 
four years. He pointed out 
that Forest Heath’s precept 
was £35 lower than what is 
paid in St Edmundsbury. 

He said: “Something 
seems to have gone badly 


out of kilter. I don’t think our 
residents should be subsi¬ 
dising Forest Heath.” 

Leader of the borough 
council, John Griffiths, told 
Cllr Brown that there was no 
cost subsidy to Forest Heath, 
and that the council’s budg¬ 
ets were entirely separate, 
with any cost-sharing done 
through an official process. 

Only seven councillors 
voted in favour of lowering 
the rise and the initial budg¬ 
et was passed. 

Cllr Ian Houlder, cabi¬ 
net member for resources 
and performance, said the 
budget was drawn up in the 
face of serious monetary 
pressures, including a 69 per 
cent cut in the council’s rev¬ 
enue support grant. 

He said: “I believe that fac¬ 
ing all these financial pres¬ 
sures, asking for that little 
bit extra makes sense.”

Joe’s hoping 
for success with 
Talk Talk covers 



A MUSICIAN has been in¬ 
spired to release an EP after 
playing to an international 
crowd in London. 

Joe Bailey, who lives in 
Haverhill’s Henderson 
Close, has been playing in¬ 
die pop under the name 
Hardactors for more than 
two years, first as a duo and 
now as a solo artist. 

After releasing his first 
EP in December 2014, Joe’s 
second EP, It's My Life, is set 
to be released on iTunes on 
March 25 this year.

HAVEPEACE members will be among 


those at the national Stop Trident 
demonstration on February 27. 

Illegal: 

The threat or use of these weapons 
of mass destruction would be illegal 
under international law in almost 
every conceivable circumstance. 

Each of the four submarines carries 
up to 40 nuclear warheads, each one 
eight times more powerful than the 
atomic bomb dropped on Hiroshima. 
The missiles depend on satellite 
navigation, controlled by the USA. 
Developments in drone surveillance 
make them vulnerable to hacking, 
and to location detection. 

Threats to national security: 

The National Security Strategy, 
published by the Government, states 
that there is currently no threat to 
the UK from other states developing 
weapons of mass destruction, instead 
identifying international terrorism, 
cyber-attacks and natural hazards 
as greater threats than nuclear war. 
Nuclear weapons have not proved a 
deterrent against such threats. 

Cost: 

They are also hugely expensive. The 
Ministry of Defence has admitted that 
the cost has now risen to £41 billion, 
an increase of £16 billion on previous 
estimates. The total lifetime cost for 
Trident replacement could be as 
high as £183 billion - approximately 
£10 million a day for 30 years. This 
money would be enough to fully 
fund A&E services for 40 years, 
employ 150,000 new nurses, build 
1.5 million affordable homes, build 
30,000 new primary schools, or cover 
tuition fees for four million students. 
Jobs: 

An expert study into the economic 
consequences of cancelling Trident 
concluded that the total reduction 
in direct and indirect civilian 
employment across Scotland if 
Trident was scrapped would be less 
than 1800 and that this reduction 
would not take place until after 
2022. The Scottish National Party 
has calculated that diverting just £1 
billion from the Trident replacement 
programme into infrastructure 
spending in the west of Scotland 
would generate around 15,000 jobs. 
These weapons are immoral, 
potentially genocidal and strategically 
irrelevant in the face of the realistic 


threats we face today.

A 10-YEAR-OLD fundraiser, a bar¬ 
ber who survived 84 childhood op¬ 
erations and a food bank volunteer 
are the finalists for a community 
award for young people. 

Joni Andre, Kurt Hatfield and 
Katie Gregory are the finalists for 
the young person’s category in the 
Haverhill Heroes Awards run by the 
News and the Castle Partnership 
Academy Trust. 

Joni Andre, who lives in Haver¬ 
hill’s Eastern Avenue, was just 9 
when she told her parents that she 
wanted to organise a fundraising 
drive. After deciding on East Angli¬ 
an Children’s Hospices as her cho¬ 
sen charity, she set about raising 
money with a whole host of events, 
from a pamper evening to a spon¬ 
sored cycle to a charity gala. 

She has so far raised just over 
£1,700 for the charity, and plans to 
continue the good work. 

Kurt Hatfield, a 24-year-old bar¬ 
ber who lives in Haverhill’s Row¬ 
ell Close, was nominated for the 
award after surviving a childhood 


plagued with illness and going on 
to set up his own business. 

Kurt was diagnosed with a rare 
condition called neutropenia at 
birth which meant that his bone 
marrow did not fight infection 
properly.

New support for 
dualling A1307 


A CAMPAIGN to dual the 
A1307 is gaining momentum 
- after a top Cambridge coun¬ 
cillor pledged his support. 

The campaign was 
launched by Suffolk and 
Haverhill Chambers of Com¬ 
merce in October last year as 
they consider the road “not fit 
for purpose”, according to the 
chair of the Haverhill cham¬ 
ber, Paul Donno. 

Now leader of Cambridge 
City Council and City Deal 
chairman Cllr Lewis Herbert 
has got behind the campaign. 

He said: “I have previously 
discussed with representa¬ 
tives from Haverhill business 
community concerns over 
the A1307 and I am happy to 
join with them in lobbying 
transport ministers for much 
needed money to improve 
this road.”

He continued: “However, 
we recognise the vital impor¬ 
tance of Haverhill as part of 
the regional economy, which 
is why we prioritised the 
A1307 in the first tranche of 
City Deal. 

“As I explained to Haverhill 
Chamber of Commerce [last 
Thursday], I and South Cam¬ 
bridgeshire District Council 
are happy to join with Haver¬ 
hill and its representatives to 
campaign and urge Govern¬ 
ment to provide the funds the 
road needs. 

“I know Cambridgeshire 
County Council has also been 
lobbying for many years with 
partners for major improve¬ 
ments and have invested 
hundreds of thousands of 
pounds in safety measures.” 


Cllr Herbert said that ad¬ 
ditional analysis of road links 
would be carried out to make 
sure the planned growth of 
Haverhill - with more than 
4,000 new homes set to be 
built - would be taken into 
account. He said these fur¬ 
ther commitments would be 
made clear to the City Deal 
board. 

Mr Donno said: “We are ob¬ 
viously disappointed about 
the content of the report but 
we are really encouraged that 
Cambridgeshire councils 
want to work with us moving 
forward. 

“We look forward to getting 
to the point when we can dual 
the A1307, because it isn’t fit 
for purpose.”

Brown bin fee 
‘too expensive’ 


A RESIDENT of West Suffolk 
has branded new charges for 
brown bins “too expensive” 
when compared against the 
cost of providing the service. 

The resident, who did not 
want to be named, said the 
figure given by Forest Heath 
District Council and St Ed- 
mundsbury Borough Council 
of £500,000 in additional costs 
to remove the brown bins was 
“flawed”, with a £40 charge for 
residents bearing “no relation 
to the actual costs of provid¬ 
ing the service”. 

A total of 76,000 house¬ 
holds in West Suffolk have re¬ 
ceived letters from the coun¬ 
cils detailing new plans under 
which they will pay £40 per 
year to keep their brown bin 
collections. 

The charge comes af¬ 
ter funding was cut by Suf¬ 
folk County Council, with 
the councils claiming they 
would need to find an extra 
£500,000. 

However, the resident said 
that while an assumption by 
the councils claimed the price

of composting green waste 
would rise from £34.11 per 
tonne to £46 per tonne, the 
disposal of green waste had 
actually fallen. 

The resident said: “A more 
realistic assumption today 
would be a cost of £24.50 per 
tonne. 

“Recalculating on this ba¬ 
sis demonstrates that the ad¬ 
ditional cost to West Suffolk 
would be significantly lower 
- in the region of £78,000.” 

He said that this would be a 
charge of £1.01 per property 
and even if a sum of £46 per 
tonne was correct, that would 
be £6.45 per property. 

The resident added: “The 
flawed figure of £500,000 in 
additional costs is still being 
used by councillors to jus¬ 
tify removal of the free service 
even though it is now clear 
that this figure is completely 
wrong. 


“Residents are being left 
with the headache of how to 
dispose of a brown bin that 
they may not want or afford.” 

However, the council said 
that the resident’s figures had 
been based on more than 
70,000 households - and the 
service was opt in, meaning 
all 70,000 would not be pay¬ 
ing. 

A spokesperson for FHDC 
said: “Asking only those peo¬ 
ple who want the conveni¬ 
ence of having their garden 
waste picked up from their 
homes to pay for it is fairer 
than putting the cost on to 
every household in West Suf¬ 
folk. 

“The £40 a year will help 
to reduce the overall cost of 
dealing with our waste.”

Shock figures on 
vehicle recalls 


S TERICYCLE ExpertSOLUTIONS, 
the product recall management 
firm, this week released its 
Q4 2015 Index, which reveals that 
automotive recalls have increased 
by approximately 20 per cent every 
year since 2013, with German 
and Japanese manufacturers 
racking up the vast majority of 
auto recalls launched in Europe 
last year. Between the third and 
fourth quarters of 2015, auto recalls 
climbed 16 per cent. 

The Q4 Index, based on data 
from the EU's RAPEX and RASFF 
rapid alert systems, reports a total of 
59 auto recalls this quarter, and 235 
during the course of 2015. Electrical 
issues, air bags, brakes and steering 
systems accounted for many of the 
leading causes of auto recalls. 

Industry experts are not 
anticipating that auto recalls will 
continue at these exponential rates. 
However, automotive manufacturers 
in Europe are operating in an 
environment that is undergoing 
increased scrutiny, particularly 
around the safety of electrical 



RECALL SAGA: In many ways this 
issue has most affected the US 
market, where vehicle legislation is 
stringent and comprehensive 

components, which is likely to 
prompt repeated recall events. 

"Automotive recalls are 
generating a significant amount of 
interest, not least from European 
policy makers and regulators," 
says Farzad Henareh, European 
vice president, Stericycle 
ExpertSOLUTIONS. "We anticipate 
that the intensified focus on root 
causes and countries of origin will 
result in regulatory change which 
will have a marked effect on the 


recall landscape in 2016." 

As the Stericycle Index points 
out, heightened awareness of auto 
safety has already resulted in the 
EU mandating new safety features 
including seatbelt reminders, ISOFIX 
child seat anchorages and tyre 
pressure monitoring systems. With 
more mandates likely to follow, 
manufacturers can expect to see 
even greater regulatory complexity. 

In terms of acting on auto recall 
notices, European consumers are 
demonstrably more compliant with 
recall procedures than consumers 
in the US who are suffering from 
recall fatigue. 

"It's great that recall notices 
in the EU are eliciting a positive 
response from many customers. 
However, the completion of recall 
campaigns is still lasting up to 24 
months, leaving many affected cars 
on the road," continued Henareh. 
"Enhancing owner data and 
recall processes could help auto 
manufacturers accelerate recall 
completion and strengthen repair 
rates."

Google’s driverless 
car test bid in London 

TRANSPORT bosses in London 
are in "active discussions" with 
Google in a bid to bring trials of its 
driverless cars to the UK.
